Concordia’s commitment to hockey excellence began in 
1889 when a team of Loyola students won the coveted 
Stanley Cup. While the hockey has changed since then, 
Concordia’s ability to offer quality education in conjuction 
with high intensity athletics has not. 

Today's version of the Stingers began in 1975 when two 
schools rich in hockey tradition (Sir George Williams and 
Loyola) joined forces. Since then, the team has won nine 
league titles, compiled the best record in Canadian College 
history against N.C.A.A. and European competition, and has 
won more tournaments than any other university in Canada. 

Although the Stinger hockey program has produced 12 
All-Canadians and sent over 40 players to professional 
hockey, the team is equally proud of its academic record. To 
date, 90% of all varsity hockey players have graduated from 
the institution and many have done so with distinction, 
including two school valedictorians — Jim Corsi in 1976 and 
John Sliskovic in 1983. The Concordia hockey philosophy is 
Clear: gifted athletes are to be given the opportunity to 
develop their hockey skills in a disciplined environment that 
encourages academic achievement. 

With a first-rate coaching staff, a winning tradition, out- 
standing academics, a competitive schedule and established 
support services, Concordia continues to be the place for the 
serious hockey player.

He joined 
Arsenault in 1988 and served as 
Director of Player Recruitment as 
well as assistant coach for the 
Stingers. 

Beaucage was a star forward for the Redmen in the early 80's. 
He holds several team records and was the team captain during the 
1983-84 season. Following graduation he played professional 
hockey in France for one year.

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS: The following are mini- 
mum requirements and do not guarantee admission to 
the University. 


Quebec 

The minimum entrance requirement is a successfully 
completed two-year pre-university or three-year profes- 
sional (career) program in a CEGEP with the award of 
a diploma of Collegial Studies (DCS), or the equivalent. 


Ontario and other Canadian Provinces 
Grade twelve applicants from other Canadian provin- 
ces with an overall average of at least 65% in appropri-

There is a non-refundable processing fee of $15.00 that must accompany all applications.
